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Car thefts ‘bug’ RSC

“Volkswagen bugs are in demand right 
now by car thieves,” said Robert 
Partridge, RSC’s administrative dean for 
campus services. 

This could explain why student Cheryl 
Sandman’s 1967 Volkswagen was stolen 
from campus lot seven while she attended 
night classes. Sandman, who purchased 
the car new when she was 19, said she feels 
as if she has lost a “good friend.” 

“This is the car | brought my babies 
home from the hospital in,” Sandman 
said. “I never locked it because it was such 
an old, thrashed car.” 


Although Sandman’s auto was not 
locked, thieves often use “lock-jocks” to 
gain access to cars, Partridge said. A lock- 
jock is a device which is slid down the car 
window to pop open the door lock. 

“| think these car thefts are the work of 
a group of individuals off campus, 
dedicated to vehicle theft,” Partridge said. 
“Considering the concentration of 
vehicles here on campus, our statistics, 
which show an average of five vehicles 
stolen per year, are not bad.” 

The FBI’s annual crime comparison 
study on state and other large campuses 
provides Partridge with a yardstick by 
which to measure his department's 
efficiency. RSC’s crime rate is less than

Stepped up 
security and the completion of a lighting 
improvement program has greatly 
enhanced campus safety, according to 
Partridge.

The United States Congress will recognize chemistry and its related sciences on 
Nov. 6 with Chemistry Day. 

RSC and the American Chemical society are planning to hold a Chemistry Job 
Workshop. The workshop is designed to inform the public on the career 
opportunities available in the chemical sciences field, according to Chas Kelton, 
chemical sciences instructor at RSC. 

The workshop will take place on Nov. 6, in Russell Hall at 12 p.m. Speakers from 
several different chemical companies in Orange County will tell students how to geta 
started in the chemical industry. © 

“We are trying to encourage a few talented young people to start in a rapidly 
growing industry,” Kelton said. 

An initiative calling for National Chemistry Day was headed by the U.S. 
Committee on Post Office and Civil Services. The administration felt it was 
necessary in order to emphasize the importance of chemistry and the role it plays in 
the nations economic standing. 

The joint resolution states that chemistry and fields related to chemistry are 
critical to the long term economic development and international competitiveness of 
the nation. 

The report goes on to say that it is essential for the public to learn of the significant 
contributions that have been made by the chemical sciences to the materia! 
prosperity of the nation. 

“Chemistry has not gotten a lot of positive public attention, we would like to try to 
change that,” Kelton said. “Chemistry is a big part of peoples everyday lives whether 
they like it or not.” 

American chemical industries account for over one million jobs annually and 
export goods in excess of $175 billion making it the second highest positive 
international balance at $12 billion, according to congressional releases.

Center to require 
a per semester fee

Recent legislation signed by Gov. 
George Deukmejian allows community 
colleges to charge for student. health 
services. 

The legislation gives governing boards 
of community colleges the power to 
institute a $7.50 per semester fee, $5 for 
summer school, for the maintaining and 
usage of the student health center. 

The RSC health center is currently 
being funded by the district. According to 
several officials, the district is required to 
put out in excess of $200,000 annually to 
support the center. 


If the fee is reinstated approximately 
$240,000 a year could be collected to fund 
the program, making it virtually a self 
supporting program, according to Grace 
Mitchell, dean of student services. 

Prior to January of 1984, the health 
center was charging a fee of $5 per 
semester in order to operate. After the 
first of 1985 the California legislature 
required that all districts to drop the fee, 
in order to route funds elsewhere. 

“I recommend that the Board of 
Trustees reinstate the mandatory health 
services fee and that the staff be directed 
to develop administrative regulations and 
procedures to implement this law,” said 
Grace Mitchell in a letter to Bob Jensen. 

Other community colleges in the 
district have already decided to accept the 
law and to reinstate the fees. Saddleback 
is one college district that is planning on 
instating the fee for the spring semester.

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Other than Sting, there’s ‘nothing like the sun’

Sting. | think of many things when I hear or read that 


word. The American Heritage Dictionary says that to 


sting is “To pierce or wound painfully...” I usually 
associate a sting with a bee. 

I have also read of Sting, the sword of Bilbo Baggins, 
in J.R.R. Tolkien’s “The Hobbit.” 

The Sting most people have heard of is a bit of the 
above mentioned and more. Sting is a musician. His 
popularity first came about in the late 70s when he 


_ formed, with Stewart Copeland and Andy Summers, the 


Police. 

A few years ago Sting decided to go solo. At first I was 
disappointed because | like the Police very much. But | 
quickly learned that viewing either one masterpiece or 
three is rewarding. 

Sting’s latest release is called ... Nothing Like the Sun 
and I have found it highly enjoyable. The big hit so farisa 
song called “We'll be Together,” one of twelve songs disc. 


«It is an upbeat love song with Sting telling his lady that all 


he wants to do is “be together” with her. He will even 
“swim the seven seas” to be with her. A well written, 
flowing, danceable song. 

One big reason why I think I like the disc so much is the 
reading material that comes with as part of the liner 
notes. Sting feels a ‘need to share his thoughts about the 
reasons behind ‘his Thusic. 

In the: beginniig of the disc packet he explains the 
meaning of the ‘fiame of the album ... Nothing Like the 
Sun. 

“I was accosted late one night on Highgate Hill by a 
staggering drunk who grabbed me by the lapels and, after

tranquilizing me with his foul breath, pointed to the 


moon which was swollen in its fullness and demanded of — 


me threateningly, "How beautiful is the moon? How 
beautiful is the moon?” he said. 

“Thinking quickly and not wishing for an early toxic 
death, I fixed him with my eye and declaimed, "My 
mistress’ eyes are nothing like the sun.” 

Shakespeare, Sting explained, is always useful for 
calming drunks because it makes them think that you are 
crazier then they are. 

Sting’s first solo disc, The Dream of the Blue Turtles, 
and his double disc live performance, Bring on the Night, 


are both influenced by Sting’s liking and knowledge of 
jazz music. | felt that Bring on the Night was possibly 
over-jazzed, if anything can be such, but only because he 
performed many of his Police hits in a jazz style. | 
enjoyed them, but not as muchas the originals. When the 
music is all original Sting-jazz, I love it. 

In “Moon Over Bourbon Street,” off Blue Turtles, 
Sting tells a wonderous tale about a vampire that is jazzy 
and excellent. Hmm... something about the moon... | 
wonder. On his new disc there’s a song called “Sister 
Moon.” I’m beginning to think Sting has this thing about 
the moon. On the Police’s Reggatta de Blanc disc, there’s 
a song entitled “Walking on the Moon.” Well, no matter. 
Sting uses both the moon and jazz to his favor. 

The song I like the most by far “They Dance Alone 
(Gueca Solo).” This is a song that Sting wrote after the 
musicians on the Amnesty. Tour met with former 
political prisoners, victims of torture and imprisonment 
without trial, from all over the world.

He sings “Gueca Solo,” a traditional Chilean courting 
dance changed to a dance of being alone by the wives, 
daughters and mothers of the disappeared. The song has 
a haunting melody with great clashing harmonies when 
the chorus joins in with Sting in singing “They dance 
alone.” The song also ends in an optimistic mood as the 
light jazz dances with you. 

Sting can be both piercing and stimulating. Part of this 
ability came from his backup band and singers. Joining 
Sting again were Branford Marsalis and Ken 
Kirkland, with help from Gil Evans and his orchestra, 
Andy Summers and Eric Clapton.

Sometimes a film is just 
‘less than zero’

Ahhh! To live the life of a Beverly Hills 
teenager fresh out of high school. 

There are fast sports cars, hip parties, 
glamorous clothes and, hey, one must not 
forget the drugs. 

At least that is the life “Less Than 
Zero,” a new film by Marek Kanievska, 
depicts. 

Three high school graduates find 
themselves in the fast paced L.A. club 
scene where drugs play a key part. 


Clay and Blaire (Andrew McCarthy: 


and Jami Gertz) are caught up in a 
corrupt situation when they come to the 
aid of. their close friend Julian (Robert 
Downey. Jr.) who is involved with a 
sleazy drug dealer (James Spader). 

“Less Than Zero,” based on the book 
by Bret Easton Ellis, tries valiantly to hit 
the public with a strong slap in the face 
about the consequences of drug abuse. 

Sadly, the overall message is that of 
L.A.’s stereotyped image as the seedy, 
underground drug capitol of the world 
where all those rich people get wasted 
every night. 

The anti-drug angle is just too subtle to 
stand on its own two feet and therefore 
drowns in plastic shallowness of neon 
lights and glitzy jewelry. 

In fact, there are many subtleties that 


don't quite make it to light. “Less Than 
Zero” could have been a standout movie 
that isn’t just another John Hughes teen 
merry-go-round. 

Yet, there are times when it smacks of 
“St. Elmo’s Fire” and the sweetened 
“friends helping friends” theme. 

As far as the acting goes, McCarthy, 
Gertz and Downey perform top-notch 
portrayals. 

But of course they are overshadowed 
by a ridiculous five minute scene at the 
end that appears to have been added as an 
afterthought by a different director 
altogether, losing all impact that had been 
gained prior to the finish. 

Had “Less Than Zero” been thrown 
into the hands of directors David Lynch 
(“Blue Velvet”) or Roman _ Polanski 
(“Tess”), maybe Ellis would be proud to 
say that this culminated from his work. 

A word of advice, if you have read the 
book, don’t see the movie. In the name of 
screenwriting, Harley Peyton has 
produced a script that does not deal with 
Ellis’ issues in full propensity. 

Peyton fails to come through in 
allocating the true importance of the 
underground clubs and the relationship 
they held in the friendship between Blaire, 
Clay and Julian. 

Perhaps the movie should have been 
titled: “Almost, But Not Quite, Less Than 
Zero.”
